the Monterey

and the Del Monte Forest including 
the famous Seventeen Mile Drive 
with its delightful 
road and superb 
scenery of forest and ocean 
A stay 
of a few days here is well worth the 
entire diive across the desert 
Then the glorious drive along the 
ocean 
highway 
from 
Monterey 
to 
Santa 
Barbara 
is 
one never 
to be 
forgotten 
From Santa Barbara 
we drive to 
Los 
Angeles 
then 
through 
the 
beautiful orange grovesand immense 
vineyards to Barstow and Victorville 
via Claremont 
and San Bernardino 
Then we plunged into the hot sandy 
Mojave 
Desert 
to 
Needles 
which 
took two days to cross 
At Needles 
we crossed 
the Colorado 
River into 
Arizona and reached Flagstaff Tues ¬ 
day evening June 15th driving 124 
miles 
from 
Nelson 
via 
Seligman 
Ash Fork and Williams 
Tomorrow 
Wednesday 
we shall 
drive 
to Grand Canyon 
and expect 
to reach home 
about a week 
from 
today 
via Prescott 
Phoenix 
Roose 
velt and Globe 
Since 
leaving 
ban Francisco 
we 
have averaged 
nearly 135 miles per 
day 
have run 20 miles to the gallon 
of gasoline 
and have had no trouble 
whatever 
with the car not even 
a 
puncture 
While 
we have not 
had any bad 
weather not 
even a single 
storm 
we have experienced some 
verv hot 
weather 
especially 
on the desert 
and some very deep sand and rocky 
roads 
the trip 
has 
been 
a most 
glorious 
one 
The 
many 
miles of 
good roads the magnificent scenery 
and 
the 
delightful 
weather 
along 
the California coast and 
here 
in 
Arizonas beautiful 
cool pine forest 
well repays one for any amount of 
bad weather and roads

What 
might have 
been 
a very 
serious fire but which 
fortunately 
was fought 
successfully 
occurred 
Wednesday afternoon at the ranch 
of Oscar Webster at Central 
In the afternoon the men 
were 
burning stubble 
in a field west of 
where Mr Webster had stacked his 
wheat and
